The 
Oregon Trail Memorial association, 
which he founded and which includes 
men and women in all walks of life

"My contribution of $5,000," he 
says, "was made to Joe Beck, who is a 
personal friend of mine, and if I had to 
help Joe again I ivould be glad to do 
It." Mr. Beck was a candidate for gov- 
ernor against "Walter J. Kohler." 
Mr. 


Lee intimates that it is none of the 
committee's business what he does 
with his money in politics,-that he did 
-not know the laivs^of Wisconsin and 
that he is not amenable to them re- 
gardless of what they are, all of which 
may be true. 


We are not concerned with Mr. Lee 


or his donation. That is not the ques- 
tion involved at all. 
The important 


part of the transaction is that the gift 
was not reported and that it was used 
in the Progressive campaign. Xeither 
were the thousands of pamphlets dis- 
tributed by an outside organization in 
support of 
the Progressive ticket. 


These things are of no concern to 
those politicians who are persecuting 
Gov. Kohler. It is all right for them or 
their followers or their colleagues to 
use money they can get from '- any 
source or to fail to live up to the letter 
and even spirit of the law, but it is all 


• •wrong for anybody else to make a 


single move that is not in strict ac- 
cordance with the statutes. We are not 
saying that Gov. Kohler did not com- 
ply with the law, for we believe he did, 
under any reasonable interpretation of 
the corrupt practices act. 


In addition the politicians who have

Better credit con- 
ditions should improve business along 
all lines, ir.cluding the real estate busi- 
ness, which has been hampered latter- 
ly by money scarcity and high rates. 
AH very fine—it the available credit is 
not all drained to Wall street again in 
another crazy wave of speculation. 


FRANCE AND THE UNITED 


STATES 


The effects o£ the World war are 


still far-reaching. Instead of making 
the world safe for democracy or any 
other iorm of government it has up to 
this time rendered it precarious. This 
at any rate is the view of France. Ever 
since that monumental 
cataclysm 


which cost France such 
devastation 


and almost the loss of the war itself, 
she has held to a. .straight and un- 
swerving course. Her sole aim has been 
to safeguard her national existence by 
every means at her disposal and to 
take nothing for granted. 
She has 


adopted the strictly Missourian atti- 
tude. She has the most powerful and 
best equipped army in the world. Now 
that her finances are improving she 
proposes to greatly augment her navy 
so that she will be supreme in conti- 
nental Europe and could even protect 
herself with 
reasonable assurance 


against Great Britain. 


Xor have all of the instrumentalities 


devised in the last 11 years to promote 
peace satisfied her as to her security. 
The Locarno'treaties fully protect her 
eastern and nothern frontiers. 
The 


League of Nations and the world court 
are functioning. The Kellogg-Briand 
treaty, which she herself helped to for- 
mulate, contains an absolute renunci- 
ation of war and has undoubtedly mar- 
shaled the moral opinion of the world 
on the side of peace. France has con- 
cluded military alliances with Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia 
and 
Jugo-Slavia. 


Italy has an altogether inferior navy, 
Germany is still disarmed and there is 
no prospect of its union with Austria. 
All of these arrrangements for security 
still do not satisfy France. She is afraid 
that treaties will be broken and that 
aggression may not be restrained. In 
the last analysis, she depends upon 
her military strength for her security. 
Perhaps a nation which has been 
through the fire that scourged France 
so recently cannot be blamed for this 
attitude. Eleven years is a short time 
in which to forget that horror and sac- 
rifice and to face the world with op- 
timism. 


France's proposal to the armament 


conference at London is briefly to 
trade ships for 
political guarantees. 


She will reduce her navy and possibly 
ultimately her army only on condition 
.that she receives some assurance upon 
which she feels she can rely for her 
future security. Just what would sat- 
isfy France in this respect no one can 
say, but it is certain that she will de- 
mand at least a pact among the great 
powers, including the United States, 
comparable to the four-power Pacific 
treaty signed at " Washington eight 
years ago. This treaty without obligat- 
ing any nation to take any given step, 
either of warning, economic boycott 
or employment of force, merely re- 
quires the parties to confer in the 
event of a crisis which threatens hos- 
tilities. 


A general treat}-, or even a Mediter- 


ranean pact along these lines, conceiv- 
ably would be acceptable to France, 
it would seem that the United States 
could consistently become a party to 
such an agreement. So far as President 
Hoover is concerned, he intimated that 
he would favor'an agreement of this 
nature when he said in his Armistice 
day speech that the world needed "a 
frank recognition of forces which may 
disturb peace,"' stated that we should 
inevitably be involved in any great 
controversy that hereafter convulsed 
the world and pleaded for a "further 
development of methods for reference 
of unsettled controversies to joint in- 
quiry, assisted by friendly nations, in 
order that action may be stayed and 
that the aggressor may be subjected to 
the searchlight of public opinion." The 
French position at London obviously 
leads to a determination of just what 
Mr. Hoover meant by these declara- 
tions. Indeed, their frank consideration 
appears to be the one practical road to 
genuine disarmament.

Bat just what sort of a r*aT> was 


the "Father of His" Country" whose 
memory is honored by millions? 


Historians burrowing for 
new 


information oa General "Washington 
in *h<* inquisitive age have reveale< 
that he was only human, teat he ha« 
Jus faults as well as his virtues. Af 
ter all, this heroic figure In the na 
tion's history was very much like 
other men.

He was essentially a man's man — 


six feet three and one-half inches 
tall, "as straight as an Indian," an 
one of the best horsemen of the 
time, who rode to the hounds with 
the gusto of an English squire. 


He was a favorite with the wo- 


men. 
From boyhood he was quick 


to fall a victim of the fascinations 
of the fair. "While some historians 
have shown a tendency to eragger 
ate this amiable weakness, the truth 
seems to be that he often lost his 
heart — but experienced little diffi 
culty In finding it again. 


He fell in love with Martha Cus 


;!s, a wealthy widow, at first sigh 
and married her shortly afterward 
She no more represented his firs' 
love than he did hers; he had been 
rejected by 3Jiss Betsy Fauntelroj 
and had paid court to others. This 
marriage brought Washington 
$66,000 dowry, then a handsome for 
tune. 


His eyes have been described as 


"biueish" and a female 
chronicler 


added that 'they were "very lively.'

As a planter, he practiced crop 


rotation, diversified his products anc 
experimented in breeding horses anc 
cattle. His horse- was saddled and 
at his door at dawn ready for the 
daily trips about his plantations. 


Honest himself and contemptuous 


of dishonesty .in others, he stood up- 
on his rights and took court action 
against those who attempted to de- 
fraud him. 


As a.real estate dealer and busi- 


ness man at Alexandria, Va., he was 
known as a. "hail fellow, well met" 
and a good companion. He belonged 


^ to Alexandria's first volunteer fire 


company, "Friendship Hose."

His dairies indicate that his hook

Nevertheless. In 1929 the companies 
added 500,000 new consumers 
of 


electric light and power. This was 
a smaller increase than in the pre- 
vious year, but the decline was 
largely offset by larger sales to in- 
dividual customers. 
The average 


family is using 7 per cent more elec- 
tric current every year, owing to 
new household appliances and labor- 
saving devices. Because of the low- 
ering of rates, however, the family 
electric light bill is increasing only 
at the rate of about 3 per cent. In 
other words consumers are getting 
7 per cent more current for only 3 
per cent more cost. 


Inasmuch as utility services are 


a very small item in the family 
budget anyway, the potential market 
for increased sales of current per 
family is very great. Moreover, the 
normal growth in population assures 
the steady establishment of new 
homes and the addition of new cus- 
tomers. Also the industrial uses of 
electricity and gas have increased 
many fold during the past ten years. 
As the rates are lowered through in- 
ter-connection of systems, pooling of 
power resources, and larger produc- 
tion, both the household and indus- 
trial markets expand. 


Power and light companies took in 
gross revenues of 52,050,000,000 in 
1929. These companies are still far 
in the lead of ali utilities from the 
standpoint of both plant investment 
and total revenues. 


However, the manufactured and 


the natural gas industries are malt- 
ing rapid strides. Total revenues 
from this business were $950,000,000 
last year. Special use of gas for 
household lieaticg gained 
50 per 


cent over 1928. For ordinary cook- 
ing purposes there was the usual 
normal increase of 4 per cent. Use 
of gas for industrial purposes and 
for hotels, restaurants, etc. advanc- 
ed 12 per cent during the year. Na-

"When we consider 
the vast expenditures necessary "for 
the establishment of power . and 
light plants, either hydro-electric, or 
steam, this lowering of rates is a 
remarkable achievement. Engineer- 
ing improvements have been largely 
responsible. 
Automatic machinery 


labor saving devices, the inter-con- 
nection of systems for the econom- 
ical distribution of power-load, and 
other technical improvements in op- 
erating methods have been impor- 
tant factors in making possible the 
reduction of rates to 
consumers. 


This engineering progress has not 
stopped. The time may come when 
combination gas, steam, and electric 
plants will be built close to the 
mouth of the coal mines. Here the 
coal can be processed for gas and 
its by-products- Gas-fired turbines 
can generate electricity, and both 
gas and electricity may be distribut- 
ed to industrial and domestic con- 
sumers at distant points. This would 
be the most efficient method of utiliz- 
ing our coal resources, and would 
save huge sums in transportation 
costs and in plant investment. 


This 
development, of 
course, 


awaits further engineering research, 
but it is surely coming. It should

covery in industrial activity 
from the low levels reached 
In November and December. 


There am a number of Impressive indications of this, but the most im- 
portant is that of the rise of iron and steel production. 


Because of the universal employment of steel in countless manufactur- 


ing uses, activities of this great basic industry give a cross section of 
general conditions. 
The four largest consumers of steel are the building, 


automobile and petroleum industries, and the railroads. 


In the middle of December steel ingot production declined sharply to a 


low level of around 50 per cent of capacity. The average for the month as 
a whole was 59 per cent. January brought, recovery to an average of 71 
per cent for the month, but the rate was about 77 per cent at the end of 
the month and there has been some further improvement in February. 


Production is still running below the rate of one year ago. In January, 


1929. steel ingot output was 85 per cent of capacity. Estimated produc- 
tion in January was 140,234 tons of ingots compared with 115,581 tons 
in December, and 166,309 tons in January, 1929. Further evidence of the 
upturn is seen in the increase of 51,500 tons in unfilled orders of the 
United States Steel Corporation for January. 


"While betterment in steel reflects revival of industry In many quarters, 


chief impetus has come from the railroads and from the automobile indus- 
try- 
Overproduction in the automobile plants in 1929 led to sharp curtail- 


ment of their activities, and this reacted on steel and other lines. But 
now motor cars are being produced in large numbers for the spring trade. 
!Full operations have not been reached, however, because manufacturers 
are proceeding cautiously in order to run no risk of overstocking dealers 
before the full extent of spring demand is demonstrated.

This does not cover the entire period 
when stocks have been rallying:, for 
the high averages this year have on- 
ly recently been made. 


The stock exchange survey, how- 


ever, gives sufficient proof of the re- 
bound when the figures for Feb. 1 
are compared •with those of earlier 
months to establish the fact that the 
market had run into a weak techni- 
cal position and that advantage of 
this was being taken by the profes- 
sional bear crowd.

Going back to Sept. 1 it will be 


found that on that date the market 
value of all shares listed on the New- 
York stock exchange was $89,688,- 
276,854.
